WASHINGTON — The constitu- 


tion of the league of nations as pre- 
sented at the peace 'conference was 
pictured to the senate today by Sen- 
ator Sherman of Illinois, republican, 
as a "Pandora box full of evi'.s," 
•which would "empty upon the Amer- 
ican people the aggregated calami- 
ties of the wor!d." 


Senator Sherman sharply criti- 


cised President Wilson, asking who 
authorized him "to rear above the 
republic an autocratic power." 
He 


added that the authority was not- to 
be found in the constitution of the 
United States nor was it implied 
from war power and gave it as his 
opinion that the president had been 
acting either as "an usurper or a dic- 
tator," 


"Shall we not asK with the drama- 


tist," the senator said, " 'Now, in the 
name of all the gods at once, upoa 
what does this Caesar feed that he 
has grown so great.' 


Recalls Campaign Slogan 


"He adroitly maneuvers himself 


into the spotlight as the fountain of 
peace perpetual and the guardian 
of mankind," Sherman continued. 
"As he kept us out of war in 1916, 
so he will keep us out of impending

• "I wish that I could promise 
myself the pleasure and the 
profit of taking part in your de- 
liberations. I find that nothing 
deliberate ia permitted me since 
my return. I have been trying 
under the guidance of my »ecre- • 
tary, Mr. Tumulty, . to do a 
month's work in a week and I 
am hoping that not all of it has 
been done badly, but inasmuch 
as there is a necessary pressure' 
upon my time, I know that you 
will excuse me from taking part 
in your conference, much as I 
should be profited by doing to. 


"My pleasant duty ia to bid 


you a hearty welcome and to 
express mySgratification that so 
many executives of cities and of 
states have found the tim« and 
'the inclination to come together 
on the very important matter 
we have to discuss. 


"The primary duty of caring 


for our people in the intimate 
matters that we wan' to discuss 
here, of course, falls . on the 
states and on the municipalities 
and the function of the federal 
government is to do what it is 
trying to do in a conference of 
this sort—draw the .executive- 
minds of the country together 
that1 they may profit by each 
other's suggestions and plans 
and so thaltf we may offer our 
services to coordinate their ef- 
forts in any way that they may 
deem it wise to coordinate. In 
other words, it is the privilege- 
of the federal government • in 
•matters of this sort to be the 
servants of the 
executives of 


the states and municipalities 
,and counties, and we shall per- 
"form that duty with the great- 
est -pleasure if you will guide 
us with your suggestions. 


"I hope that the discussions of 


this conference will take as 'vide 
a scope as you think necessary.

ment to establish soviet govern- 
ments in the. United States.

WASHINGTON—Opening 
the 


white house conference of govern- 
ors and mayors on peace time busi- 
n-ess and 
labor 
problems today, 


President Wilson promised that the 
federal government would consider 
itself the servant of the states, mu- 
nicipalities and counties in solving 
readjustment problems and would 
perform its duty guided by sugges- 
tions of the conference. 


The president said he hoped the 


conference discussion would assume 
a wide range, including means of re- 
storing labor. conditions to a nor- 
mal basis as Boon as possible "and • 
to effecting such fresh allocations of" 
labor and industry as the circum- 
stances may make necessary." 


Touching on the peace conference, 


he said the conferees at Paris re- 
gard\ themselves only as servants of 
about'* 700,000,000 people of 
the 


world and not as their masten. 


Consequently, said the president, 


the conferees are anxious to keep 
in close 'sympathy with the peoples 
whom they represent "To find out 
how we can best assist in making 
their lives "What, they wish them to 
be by giving them'the opportunity 
that they ought'to .have," 


The president' spoke briefly, con- 


fining himself largely to welcoming 
the.visitors and promising complete 
federal cooperation. 'He explained 
that the demands upon' his time 
during a day and a half he could re- 
main in Washington" made it impos- 
sible for him to participate -in the 
conference.

. Proper disposition-on the part of 


.industry made it possible he thought 
for prices to come down without af- 
fecting existing wages. 


It will be one year -before the na- 


tion's military-"forces are fully de- 
mobilized . he' predicted and as de- 
mobolization 'must, be, gradual, the 
labor, shortage is bound -to exist. 
. Secretary of .Labor Wilson said 
that ey'e_ri-during industrial activity 
one million workers are unemployed,

Urges Wilson to Review 


Cases 


WASHINGTON— Attorney Gen- 


eral Thomas W. Gregory, as one 
of his last acts-of retirement, has 
sent a letter to President Wilson in 
which he recommends leniency be 
extended in some instances where 
convictions have been obtained un- 
der the espionage law, but adds that 
in his opinion substantial justice 
was done by the courts in the great 
majority of cases, and that he does 
not feel that he can recommend "an 
indiscriminate pardon of these per- 
sons." 
Mr. Gregory says in his letter 


that ho has hud a review made of 
all the convictions under the so- 
called 
war 
statutes, 
including 


among them apparently the 
trials 


of Eugeno V. Debs, Rose Pastor 
Stokes and others who commanded 
public attention. He does not, how- 
ever, give the names of the persons 
involved in the convictions 
where 


he recommends leniency. 


It is -..nderstood that Mr. Gregory 


has been deluged 'with petitions and 
letters by sympathizers of many 
who have been convicted and given | 
long sentences, asking him to rcc-; 
ommend blanket pardons because oi 
the signing of the armistice. He 
does not sympathize with such 
a 


course. He si.ys in his letter: 


"There naturally have been some 


cases in which the evidence of wil- 
ful intent was indirect or circum- 
stantial in character, and

happened that in close cases of this 
type injustice resulted to certain 
defendants because of the all preva- 
lent condition 'of intense patriotism 
and aroused emotions on the part 
of jurors.

a normal basis as soon as pos- 
sible, and to effect such fresh 
altercations of labor and indus- 
try as the circumstances may 
make necessary. I think 1 can 
testify from what I have seen 
on the other side of the water 
that we are more fortunate than 
other nations in respect to these 
great problems. Our industrial 
have disturbed and disorganized 
—disorganized 
as 
compared 


with a peace basis, very serious- 
ly, indeed, by . the war and it 
seems to me, therefore, that 
we should approach these prob- 
lems that we are about to dis- 
cuss with a good deal of confi- 
dence; with a good deal of con- 
fidence that if we have n com- 
mon purpose we can realize that 
common purpose without serious 
difficulties. 


"The 
thing that has impress- 


me most, gentlemen, not only in 
the recent weeks when I have 
been in conference on the other 
side of the water, but for many 
months before-1 went across the' 
water, was this: We are at last 
learning that the business of 
government is not to take coun- 
sel for the average man. 
We 


are at least learning that the 
whole matter of the prosperity 
of peoples runs down into the 
great body of the men and wo- 
men who do the wrok of the 
world, and that the process of 
guidance is not completed by 
the mere success of great en- 
terprises—it is completed only 
by the standard of the benefit 
that it confers on those..who in 
the obscure raiiks of life con- 
tribute to the success of theae 
enterprises. 


"The hearts of the men, and 


•women and children of the world 
are stirred now in a way that 
'has never been known before. 
They are not only stirred by 
their individual curcumstancea, . 
hut they are beginning to get 
a vision of what the general cir- 
cumstances of the world are, 
there is for the first time in 
history an international sympa- 
thy which is quick and vital—a 
sympathy which does not dis- 
play itself merely in the contact

THE STATE CONSTABULARY 
To the Editor, of The Capital Time*: 


I waa very much surprised and 


Jisappointed when I read the edi- 
:orial in Tho Capital Thne» entitled 
'Ought to B« Killed" which reached 
ne yesterday. 
I can not help but 


hinlc that the editorial -was written 
withont giving: the snbjaet the con- 
ideration and 


deserves. 
investigation which 


While I have not «een the bill it- 


elf, and have no knowledge of its 
jrovisiona except what I have sean 
n tha newspaper*, I am in very 
earty sympathy with iis underlying 
deaa. 


I first became intereittd in the 


ubject through reading two. articles 
or. the subject of a -state constabu- 
lary printed in The Outlook during 
the past year. 
Those articles de- 


scribed tha work and uaccess of the 


&bi 
state constabulary in the states of 
New York and Pennsylvania which 
are, so far as I know, the only states 
which have adopted such a law. 


Anyone at all acquainted with the 


situation, particularly . in northern 
Wisconsin, recognizes the fact that 
our present police system is not at 
all what it should be. 
Mo doubt 


any practising lawyer in.this sparse • 
ly settled portions of the state where 
there are many unorganized villages 
will tell you that he is being cor. 
stantly called upon by public offl 
cers and others for advice and as 
sistance as to how the people in 
those localities, which are not under 
city or village form of government 
can secure the police protection to 
which they are entitled. 
There are 


many towns in the northern portion 
of the state which have saloons to 
g-ether with their 
accompanying 
evils. 
Probably a law should have 


been enacted years ago which shoulc 
have provided that no license for 
the sale of intoxicating liquor shoulc 
be granted in localities outside of 
those having regular police protec- 
tion. 


Because the saloon is about to be 


come an outlaw it by no means. a 
satisfactory reason why police •pro- 
tection will no longer be necessary. 
With a population accustomed to the 
entertainment afforded by the class 
of saloons mentioned there is bound 


And yet he carried 
candidacy of James Thompson for senator.

A man has just been nominated for mayor of Chicago over 


the opposition of the so-called "respectable" citizens. A mayor 
was elected in New York and Milwaukee in the same way.

advanced far by people who are "eminently respectable." Christ 
.was crucified! by his fellow citizens. And the long list of mar* 


to come, with the closing of the sa- 
loons, a situation which will need 
earnest • and 
thoughtful considera- 


tion. 
Preparations should be madu 


for the conditions which are bound 
to come before the situation is ac- 
tually upon us and before the next 
session of the legislature. 


One of the most unsatisfactory 


conditions in connection with the po- 
lice system in the northern part of 
the state i» that sheriffs and police 
officer* are, as a rule, largely con- 
trolled by local . public sentiment. 
Vory often such officers have refused 
to perform the- duties required of 
them by law because they . value 
their jobs more than they, do their 
reputations for law enforcement. 


The law, if enacted, will place the 


members of the state- constabulary, 
who are essentially law epforant? 
officers, beyond the reach of local in- 
terests, which is a "consummation 
devoutly to be wished." 


Neither -will the creation of a state 


constabulary 
necessarily increase 


the number of officers nor the ex- i? 


influence our so-called laboring pop- 
ulation. 
Our io-called "business in- 


terests" have always been, and prob- 
ably always will, b* ablo to amply 
take care of themselves. 
It is the 


other class which is entitled to th« 
protection of th« state, and it is that 
class which hag leait to fear and 
most to expect from a state constab- 
ulary. 


In closing you will perhap* per- 


mit me to say that I have been and 
still am in very hearty sympathy 
with the ideas on economic questions 
which are held and expounded by 
The Capital Time*. I regret that I 
can not agre* with you on the sub- 
ject of a state constabulary. 


To change the subject slightly. I 
regret extremely that the great 
prominence the newspapers of the 
country, including the esteemed Cap- 
ital Times, is giving to the so-called 
"League of Nations" will only dis- 
tract attention from the econom'c 
questions now confronting us and 
which are so vitally Important» at 
this time.
